Pekin, Nov. 1ft.—The note of the pow­ 
ers to the Chinese plenipotentiaries prob 
ably will be ready to submit w ithin the 
next IO days. 
This announcem ent was 
made at the conclusion of a meeting of 
the minister*. 
It is understood all the 
points under discussion have been prac­ 
tically agreed upon exoept minor phases 
of several phases of the most Im portant 
questions. 
Concerning these points the 
ministered have cabled for instructions 
which they expect to receive in a few 
days and will present them at the next 
m eeting. 
A general article will be insorted in 
the treaty of peace providing that China 
shall consent to the revision of the 
treaties of commerce, but shall deal 
w ith each power separately. 
W hether 
j the result of these negotiations will be 
as satisfactory as a general treaty, guar­ 
anteeing to tho citizens and subjects of 
I all the powers complete freedom of tref- 
fie in 'lie interior of China, rem ains to 
be seen. 
It appears to be thought among some 
of the m inisters at Pekin that difficul­ 
ties and delay would arise in seeking to 
deal with the desired changes in 
detail 
a* present. 
It may tie possible for the 
leading powers to secure com issions re 
pard mg interior trade which will drive 
the entering wedge for like congessions 
to nil. 
Most of the powers are entitled 
to the privileges of “ the most favored 
nation, 
and will be able to ask for 
themselves w hatever is granted to any 
J of the other powers. 
The fact th at the 
j Chinese imperial government consents 
( to the revision of tho treaties as a gen­ 
eral proposition is considered an impor- 
( taut point for securing the civilised 
i powers desire. ‘

15.—The serious appre­ 
hension which followed the announce­ 
ment that the czar was suffering from 
typhoid fever, emphasizes how much the 
peace of Europe is believed to be de­ 
pendent upon him. 
But for the state- 
rnent contained in the official bulletin 
that his majesty’s malady is taking a 
thoroughly favorable course the news 
of bis illness would have created noth­ 
ing less than consternation. 
It is gen­ 
erally felt at the present critical state of 
international affairs that even tem pora­ 
ry weakening of influence of so favora­ 
ble a factor in the m aintenance of the 
wortd s peace, justifies grave anxiety, 
and especially as the czar is regarded in 
Europe as a kind of counterpoise to Em- 
peror W illiam. 
Public anxiety will, 
therefore, rem ain 
strained until the 
Hone too robust monarch recovers. 
London newspapers comment on the 
czar s illness w ith peculiar sympathy. 
The Times rem arks it has always been 
believed in England th at the czar “re­ 
ciprocated the national sentim ent to­ 
ward him aud cherished real regard and 
and reverence for our beloved queen.” 
The Times says: “ The czar has exhib­ 
ited consistent attachm ent to the cause 
of peace. 
It is hardly necessary to say 
any event which would lead to a change 
[ii the occupant of tho Russian throne at 
tho present anxious state in the far east, 
m ight gravely prejudice the situation.’’
